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CONSTITUTION WEEK 
United States citizenship is a glorious 
possession representing the dreams and 
struggles of men for centuries. Our Con­ 
stitution, which guarantees priceless free­ 
doms to our citizens, sets forth a concept 
of liberty that has been an inspiration to 
freedom-lov ing people ev ery where. It is, 
therefore, most fitting to stress the sig­ 
nificance of “ Constitution Week.” which be­ 
gins tomorrow with “ Citizenship Day .” 
The observ ances will honor those y outh 
of nativ e birth, just arriv ed at v oting age, 
and persons recently naturalized as they 
accept the rights and priv ileges of citizen­ 
ship. The observ ances not only will honor 
especially those two groups of our citizenry , 
but will afford an opportunity for all citi­ 
zens, nativ e-born and naturalized, to re- 
dedicate themselv es to the ideals and prin­ 
ciples upon which this Nation was founded 
and built 
This period commemorating the signing 
of the Constitution on September 17, 178 7 
should be a time for thoughtful study and 
consideration of the ev ents that led to the 
framing of the Constitution and of the 
means for preserv ing it from those who 
would destroy or weaken it. 
The underly ing purpose of the observ ance 
is to strengthen the Nation, which is dedi­ 
cated to liberty and justice and in which 
its citizens may liv e an abundant life, de­ 
v eloping to the fullest their indiv idual op­ 
portunities for success and rendering a cor­ 
responding serv ice to their country . 
President Johnson’s proclamation points

THAILAND, A WELL-MANAGED COUNTRY 
BANGKOK. Thailand — Said an American 
with lo ng ex perience in Thailand: "Yo u must un­ 
derstand that this co untry has a remarkably able 
administrative elite.” And. so far as the casual 
visito r o n a sho rt stay can determine, this is true. 
It also stands very much to reaso n. Thailand 
has never had a delilitating war, no r a great purge 
o f ex perienced o fficials, such as o ccurred in So uth 
Vietnam with the assassinatio n o f Diem and his 
friends. It has never kno wn co lo nial subservience. 
To p adm inistrato rs have invariably had training 
in the best scho o ls and co lleges o f England, 
France o r America. Fo r ex ample. Pracha Guna- 
Kasem, the able and charming Directo r o f Info r­ 
matio n at the Fo reign Office, did his po st-gradu­ 
ate wo rk in histo ry at Yale, and it was a pleas­ 
ure to listen to his assessment o f teachers such 
as Pro fesso rs Harry Rudin (African studies) and 
David Ro we (China) who m I have kno wn fo r 
y ears. The Minister fo r Natio nal Develo pment, 
Po te Sarasin, who may be the nex t Prime Min­ 
ister, was educated at Wilbraham Academy in 
western Massaschusets. 
So me o f the mo re lugubrio us fo reign c r e ­ 
spo ndents passing thro ugh here have predicted 
that Thai pro sperity must co llapse if and when 
the Americans wind up the war in So uth Viet­ 
nam. and it is undeniable that U. S. mo ney , 
po uring in to build new airfields and o ther in­ 
stallatio ns useful in fighting the "quiet war” 
against the Viet Co ng fro m Thai bases, is flush­ 
ing the lo cal eco no my . Yet Po te Sarasin has been 
presiding o ver an industrial bo o m that is a full 
decade o ld. Since the demand fo r Thai pro ducts 
— i rice (American), maize, metals, and beautiful 
Thai silk — must be insatiable in an area that 
has a deficiency o f fo o dstuffs and raw materials, 
pro sperity sho uld survive the Americans’ depar­ 
ture. (Unless, o f co urse, the Co mmunists take 
o ver, in which case the thirty millio n Thai peo ­ 
ple wo uld jo in the march to the po o rho use that 
stretches all the way acro ss the no rth o f Eurasia 
fro m East Berlin to the China Sea.) 
The Thai ernnnmy , a "managed” o ne. has been 
directed with skill to pro tect o ne o f the wo rld’s 
hardest currencies, the baht. Bank depo sits have 
practically do ubled in three y ears; the fo reign 
currency reserves are sufficient to suppo rt a se­ 
ries o f annual unbalanced dim estic budgets, thus 
allo wing fo r interio r develo pment; and Dr. Puey 
Ungpako m. Go verno r o f the Bank o f Thailand, 
co nsiders that a way has been fo und to keep 
the pressures o f spending fo r lo cal industrial ex 
pensio n and public welfare fro m ex erting a dis 
astrjus inflatio nary fo rce o n internal prices. The 
devices used to keep prices do wn are (1) to limit 
the ex po rt o f rice to what can be spared fro m 
do mestic co nsumptio n o f this all-impo rtant sta 
pie, and (2) to spend the funds represented by the 
deficit in the State budget o n go o ds fro m abro ad. 
The argument is that a "deficit ” so spent will no t 
bfe taken o ut o f the hides o f the peo ple by bidding 
fo r lo cal go o ds that they need. 
This is fiscal and mo netary management o f 
the mo re ho peful Key nesian brand, made po ssi­ 
ble because demago gues hive no t vet arisen in 
Thailand to demand that the peo ple sho uld get 
mo re than the level o f the eco nmy can affo rd. 
The situatio n co uld change, o f co urse, if unrest 
in the co untry side sho uld spread o utward fro m 
the relatively po verty -stricken No rtheast, where 
the Co mmunists have perhaps prematurely re­ 
vealed their hand. The casual visito r has no right 
to po ntificate o n the future o f a co untry side which 
he has no t had the o ppo rtunity to explo re, but 
it may be wo rth reno rting that o ld American 
hands in Bangko k differ o n the subject o f agrari­ 
an unrest in acco rdance with the ro utes which 
they to o k to .get to Bangko k in the first place. 
Tho se co ming direct fro m the United States tend 
to see o nly the po verty o f peasants who live in 
weather-beaten 
ho uses 
erected 
o n 
stilts 
in 
swampy co untry , and who labo r patiently be­ 
hind their w ater buffalo in plo wing and planting 
the rice paddies. Tho se co ming here by way o f 
a so jo urrj spent amid the squalo r o f India speak 
o f the Thai peasant as being o ne o f the mo st fo r­ 
tunate in Asia. 
Every thing, in sho rt, is relative. But if the 
U. S. weakens in its reso lve to keep the Co m­ 
munist Do o rho use fro m spreading, it wo n’t make 
much difference whether a co untry Is starving 
like India o r smiling like Thailand.

Methy lphenidate (Ritalin) is o ne o f the safest o f 
the antidrpressant drugs. Since the o nly perso ns 
who sho uld no t take it are tho se with high blo o d 
pressure o r epilepsy (I assume y o u do no t have 
the latter) y o u sho uld co ntinue to fo llo w y o ur 
do cto r’s advice.
